and whereas the Duties of Archbishops and Bishops in /refaiirf CaxasaCW 
wall be by the aforesaid Unions and Consolidations of Dioceses con- 
siderably increased : And whereas Doubts have arisen whether 
Archdeacons in Ireland can lawfully exercise the same Powers as may 
be exercised by Archdeacons in England-, BE it therefore Enacted 
by the Authority aforesaid. That the several Archdeacons in Ireland 
shall have, and shall be deemed and taken to have and exercise all such 
Powers, Rights, Authorities, Privileges and Jurisdictions, within their 
respective Archdeaconries, as any Archdeacons in have or may 

exercise within their respective Archdeaconries, by any Law, Statute, 

Canon or general Custom in force in England. 



Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That the recitals m CaavsB (F.) 

any such Deed of Conveyance shall for all purposes whatever be 

deLed conclusive Evidence of the truth of the facts therein stated. 
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
